1. On 22 Apr 51, I addressed a letter to General Andras Zako /see 00-B*2999j>7 t# f 
which I repeated my arguments against the present leadership trends in *$te Rag* :’;! 
yar Harcosok Baj tarsi Kosossege (MHBK), and explained why I had decided Co leave 
the organisation. /A copy of this letter is attached ~J* I regis- 

tered my letter and requested a return receipt, which duly showed that Zako 
himself received it. 


2. By letter dated 8 May 51, Zako answered vith two short sentences. He noted my 
arguments, and stated that he approved of them. I fbund this answer surprising 
la the first instance, but thought about it a great deal and have conclulJRfft 
that Zako knows I spoke the truth and cannot counter it, and also Zako r^, v ;, 

that his leadership of the MHBK has such powerful protection that it doeii; not ) 
matter what I say. I do not know the nature of this protection, but pleas#' nob# j 
that Zako has spent much time In London, Bone, Madrid and Paris. He ]';}J 

ably gets money from the French for his operations. Further, I understated that / 
Zako has seen General Dwight D Eisenhower since the latter's arrival in 
to take over the NATO Army. Also, Zako, who is a "Legitimist,” gets s 
from Otto von Hapsburg, whom he has seen a great deal In Parts. In July 
Otto visited Munich during the top level MHBK meetings, and although he 
appear at the formal meetings, he did speak to the leading group at 
recess. I also find it very interesting that Tibor Eckhardt is now a 
the MHBK.

Nadas may have expected me to tell the US authorities that the MHBK leader^ 4$|| 
largely Iasi sympathizers, especially since I am now in the US. 

For your information, I do not believe that Zako really will approve of my 
meats. For the past two and one-half years Zako has done nothing to get 
the pro-Nazi leaders around him, and therefore there is no reason to expect 
to do so now. In his letter to me he is merely repeating a previous unkept 
lee. 
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In furrier proof of the trends in the top level of the MHBK, I note the attempts 
by the MHBK to keep "correct" /sic/ Hungarians from coming to the US. At the 
end of 19^9, Captain Laslo Eszenyi, who is now in Washington, DC, working at the 
Hungarian Reformed Church headquarters, was reported to US Immigration authori- 
ties to he a Heel by the Sadas group. This was while Eszenyi was still In Ger- 
many. Later, when Eszenyi arrived in the US, the same group initiated a report 
to the Immigration and Naturalization Service that he was a Communist. I know 
that he is neither, but is a "correct" man. Evidently the same group has man- 
aged to get the immigration proceedings stopped in the case of one Dr Olsvay 
Kaziaer, Munich, Mittermayer St 18.1 bel Fischer, US Zone. Kazmer worked with 
me in the Munich IRQ warehouse. He is about 60 years of age, and was prior to 
World War II an official In the Hungarian government. In spite of the report, 
Kazmer is not and never has been a Nazi or Nazi sympathizer. However, I believe 
that the top MHBK men will go to any tengthq/to keep their /anti-Nazi/ foes out 
of the US. The latest case is that 0/ MaJor^Tasnadl Kovacs, who was mis-reported 
a Nazi while being processed by IMS aWtetu In April 1951. 

I do not have any definite prodf^of any contact between the group the 

Nasi underground movement in Germany, since I was kept pretty much in ' 
by the top MHBK leaders who were only interested In using my name 
purposes* I have heard, however, that Hodossy Strobl is in conbe&^'VltH/ 

Nazis. '" v " . \-jSr * 
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7* I do not know how the MHBK collects and disseminates into 

as I was never told anything about this. I did, however, pick 
along this line. In the first two years, 19^7-48, and possibly 
sent some young Hungarian Army officers through Vienna back to Hungary to collecj/ 
Information. None of them returned, all being executed by the Russians. I feel}' 
this le fairly authentic since I was told by an old friend that a young lieuten- 
ant whom I liked very much had been caught and executed on his second trip. I 
feel fairly sure that information which the MHBK receives from Hungary is given 
directly to the French. In 1950 I was told by Captain Lazio Eszenyi that the 
MHBK had some agents operating in Germany who traveled about interrogating nevpr 
arrived refugees from Hungary. Since Germany was my territory, and I ha(3 uox* 
been informed of this officially, I complained to Zako. Zako told Strobl to 
give me an orientation. Strobl, however, denied there were such agents, uad 
then stated that he, Strobl, was merely an advisor to Zako on control of refu- 
gees and their exploitation. However, I believe that Strobl is in real!?/ in 
charge of such a group, which I believe has two or three agents who tra*sl around 
all over West Germany interrogating refugees. I felt assured of this after Zfllko 
told Strobl to orient me- -Zako would have been more discreet to denjy it hims elf. 

8. For your incidental interest, I heard that some German agents are being sent to 
Hungary for information. I expand on this point. I have also heard, that
